~CAUSE DEMAND FOR 
SCHOOL TRANSFERS

Many applications for transfer from 
one school district to another were 
made by parents of school children at 
ithe School Board offices Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thureday, and some 
complaint was made that children liv- 
ing close to one school were compelled 
to attend another school at a greater 
distance from their humes. 

Many of these complaints came from 
the districts in the middle southern rec- 
tion of the city and in the northwestern 
section. 

In beth these localities the district 
lines underwent a material change with 
the beginning of the present’ school 
vear, because of the closing of old 
sehools and the opening of new ones. 

The changes in district lines in the 
middle southern section of the city was 
due to the closing of the Lafayette 
School at Ann avenue and Ninth street, 
and to the opening of the Sigel School 
on Allen avenue, west of Mississippi 
avenue. A new Lafayette School is now 
in course of construction on the site of 
the old school. The former building 
contained 17 rooms and accommodated 
about 860 pupils. The new Lafayette 
School will contain 24 rooms and will 
accommodate about 1200 pupils. The new 
school will not be ready for occupancy 
15, 

The Lafayette School district last year 
was bounded on the west by a line 


passing midway between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets, on the south by Sidney 
street, on the east by Broadway and on 
the north by Geyer avenue. A large part 
of chis district was added to the Hum-

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Erection of New Buildings Necessitates New Boundaries, and 
Parents Complain That Children Must Go to School Far 
From Home When Another District Is Near. 


October of every year every school 
principal sends to this office a state- 
ment showing the number of pupils who 
live in each city block in his district. 
Vith these data as a basis we make a 
‘school population’ map, which is sim- 
ply a large-scale map of St. Louis, in 
which we color each block according 
to the number of school children it con- 
tains. Blocks which contain from one 
to nine pupils are colored yellow, those 
which have from 10 to 29 pupils, green, 
from 3) to 49, light brown; from 50 to 
74, blue, and from 75 up, black. 

“With this map as an “id, we are able 
absviutely to mark out the districts, so 
that each school shall carry a portion of 
the work exactly proportioned to its ca- 
pacity and to the total load. 

“In making this allotment it is 
sometimes necessary to draw a dis- 
trict line very close to a school. This 
is the case with the Chouteau School, 
located at Rutger street and Ewing 
avenue. Caroline strect is the bound- 
ary line between the district of the 
Chouteau School and that of the Hod- 
gen. Some parents consider it a lyird- 
ship that their children must walk 
three blocks to the Hodgen School 
when the Chouteau is much nearer, 

“The load which the Chouteau 
School has to carry is to the north 
and the school population is so heavy 
there that it fills the school. We can- 
not do otherwise than send those liv- 
ing south of the school to the Hod- 
gen. Most parents, when these facts 
are explained to them, take a philo- 
sophic view of the matter, especially 
as the distance between any two 
schools in the thickly settled = dis- 
tricts is very short.’ 

Portable Buildings Used. 
The school authorities are confronting 


a curious attendance condition at the 
Arlington School at Burd and Easton 
avenues. Five portablesschool buildings, 
each accommodating about fifty pupils, 
have@been thrown into service there this 
year. The erection of many flats in that 
district and their occupancy during the 
summer by families with children has 
made a sudden demand for school fa- 
cilities there. The portable buildings 
meet the demand em ge ae and a per- 
manent huilding \will be arranged as

EMPORIA, Kan., Sept. 6.—A propos- 
tion from C. A. Stannara was present- 
ed to the City Council which may re- 
sult in substituting crude oll for coal, 
. as fuel, at the electric ight plant. Mr, 

Stannard offers to equip the light plant 


- with the necessary burners, tanks and 


pumps at his own expense, and to fur- 
nish crude oil on board the car at Em- 
poria at 80 cents per barrel, for one 
year.

A year ago when the city was about 
to let a new contract for fuel for the 


light plant, one of the boilers at that 
place was fitted with burners to burn 
oll, and a thorough test was made of oil 
as fuel. It wag found that three bar- 
rela of crude oil, of a certain gravity, 
would generate as much steam as a ton 
of the grade of coal used at the plant. 

il was then selling for $1 a barrel 
and if the city had decided to adopt oil 
as fuel, it would have had to buy the 
necessary equipment. The city was pay- 
ing $3.17 for coal in the bins at that 
time. After the test with oil proved 
successful and coal bids were advertised 
for, the coal dealers cut the price to 
$2.62 a ton in the bin, which made coal 
cheaper than oll, and the city continued 
to use coal as fuel. 

Figuring that three barrels of oil is 
equal to a ton of coal, at the terms of 
Mr. Stannard'’s new offer, oil would 
be cheaper than coal, three barrels of 
oil costing $2.40 In the car, and a ton 
of coal costing $2.62 in the bin. The 
cost of unloading the oil amounts to 
as the oil unloads itself by 
gravity. In addition to comparing fa- 
vorably with coal in cost, the oil is 
much cleaner fuel and requires much 
less labot, as there are no ashes to 
handle. 

At present coset of production at the 
mines the dealers will probably not cut 
the price of coal much when bids for 
the ensuing year are advertised for.

‘DOES THE LARGE EAR . 
BETRAY THE CRIMINAL? 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

BERLIN, Sept. 1—Before the annual 
Congress of German Anthropologists, 
which is just concluding its session at 
Gorlitz, Prof. Blau, a well-known au- 
thority on diseases of the ear, read an 
interesting paper on the formation of 
the ears of criminals and lunatics. 
Prof. Blau has taken accurate measure- 
ments of 1061 ears. Of these 25 are 
the ears of lunatics and 348 those of 
male criminals. The examination, more- 
over, was confined to -men of one race 
and one country. The professor comes 
to the conclusion that in the vast ma- 
jority of cases the various parts of 
the auricle, or external ear, are larger 
in the case of criminals and lunatics 
than in the case of normal persons. 


This is especially noticeable in ‘the he- 
lix or Incurved outer border of the ear, 
and also in. the lobe. According to 
Prof. Blau, the larger the helix is, the 
lower the state of mental development: 
The hearing faculty, on the other hand,

In a Courthouse Fight They 
Are Charged With Wreck- 
ing County Building. 





RAILROAD LEFT TOWN 





Mushroom Cities Covet Court’s 
Seat and Result Was a 
Long, Fierce War. 


ABERDEEN, 8. D., Sept. 6—The 
County Commissioners of Walworth 
County have instructed State’s Attorney 
Cleland to bring suit against 50 citi- 
zens of Selby for $10,000 damages for the 
destruction of the Courthouse at Ban- 
gor in December, 1904. 

The Courthouse fight dates back near- 
ly two years when Bangor was declared 
the county seat after an election, Selby 
contested in court and secured judg- 
ment by alleged default and Selby citi- 
zens then went to Bangor and tore down 
the Courthouse and removed the records 
to their town. Later the order was 
Vacated by the Supreme Court and Sel- 
by returned the records. 

Wihen the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul pushed its road on through to 
the Missouri it ieft Bangor a midland 
town, the road going about four miles 
north of the old county capital, and lo- 
cated the town of Selby. Selby, of 
course, rapidly jumped into prominence, 
together with Evarts and Java, the 
other two new railroad towns in the 
county. - Nearly the whole’ of Bangor 
moved to the railroad towns and in @ 
year’s time all that was left of the old 
town was the Courthouse, one store and 
the residences of the storekeeper and 
the county officials, whose homes were 
too far away to permit of their living 
there. 

At the next election all three of the 
railroad towns sought to secure the 
county seat. Selby got the nomina- 
tion and the other two towns then 
turned in and worked for Bangor and 
against Selby, figuring that if Selby 

ot the county seat there was no hope 
or them, but that if Bangor retained 
it, that at some future time Evarts or 
Java might get it. The result was 
that the seat remained at Bangor. 
This was in 1902, the year after the 
railroad went through. 

Two years, later Selby was again 
nominated and again it had to fight 
the whole county, losing as in the 
first fight. But the claim was made 
that Bangor used liquor and _ got 
many Russian adherents of Selby 


| drunk who thereupon voted for Ban- 


gor, and when Judge Gaffy, presiding 
over that circuit, was out of the 
State for two short days, Selby peo- 
ple went to Mitchell and secured a 
removal order from Judge Smith for 
the moving of the county records 
from Bangor to Selby, the facts being 
misrepresented to the Mitchell jurist. 
Armed with the Smith order the Selb» 
cohorts went over to Bangor enmasse 
and in the dead of night broke into 
the Courthouse and transférred the 
records to their town. 

When Judge Gaffey returned he was 

highly incensed at the proceedings and 
ordered a trial on the merits of the 
case and decided in favor of Bangor, 
whereupon the Selby people took the 
matter up to the Supreme Court. That 
body decided against the ambitious 
railroad town, and then as a last re- 
sort a move was inaugurated to in- 
crease the corporate limits of Shelby, 
the incorporation to take in merely a 
strip of land only a few rods in width 
and four miles long, the strip extend- 
ing to the south just far enough to 
take in the county Courthouse. When 
the Bangor people saw what was up 
they entered a vigorous protest on the 
grounds of fraud and discrimination. 
and the extending of the limits ef the 
town of Shelby in the manner petitioned 
for was denied.

The questions involved are said to be 
entirely new, and will require the plow- 
ing of new ground and making of new

FROG HELD SHOE TIGHT 





Leaned Far Away From 
Wheels.as They Crushed ‘ 
His Ankle. 


With his foot fast in a switch on the 
Illinois Central Railroad at the Free- 
burg avenue crossing in Belleville, 
Wednesday afternoon, Emil Siefried, 9 
years old, tried for 20 minutes to free 
himself. Then he watched a freight en- 
gine bear down upon him and crush the 
ankle as he leaned far to one side to 
save his life. The boy did not faint, or 


even cry, and was cooler than the men 
of the engine crew, when they lifted 
hiin away from the track. 

Emil was a happy boy when the 
school bell rang Tuesday for the first 
day of.school. On the seoewing day 
he went off to learn his lessons in the 
city’s schoolhouse and after school hé 
ran light-hearted with other boys to a 
pasture south of Belleville. There they 
played and romp until late in the 
afternoon. The her boys’ homes lay 
in an opposite direction and little Emil 
went home alone. He chose the short 
cut along the Illinoig Central tracks to 
his home in South Charles street. 


Sprained His Ankle. 
As he walked upon the rails his left 
foot slipped between the parallel pieces 


of the frog of the Freeburg avenue 
switch. His own weight forced his lit- 
tle foot into the narrow space. Turn- 
ing as he fell, his ankle was sprained. 

He tugged and tried to withdraw 
his foot from the thing that held it 
like a vise. First he tried to pull out 
the shoe and the foot within it. Then 
he tried to draw his foot from the 
shoe and leave the shoe there. He 
could do neither. 

Emil called loudly for help. 

“Help me, help me,” he cried in his 
‘“l’ll be killed.’”’ 

He was not in a thickly populated 
part of the town. No one heard his 
erles. Then with eater determination 
he tried to wriggle himself free. The 
sprain had swelled the ankle bones and 
made his chances of freeing himseif 
even less. 


Watched Engine Come. 

While he tugged the little prisoner 
heard an engine whistle. Over the bluff, 
around the ourve, he saw the steam 
from the whistle, Then the engine came 
in sight. He was facing it and looked 
directly at it.. He watched it run him 
down as he leaned away and sacrificed 
the foot to save his life. 

The engineer tried, to stop his engine 
in time to prevent the accident, but 
could not. few yards further ‘down 
the track it stopped. The engineer and 
fireman returned to ,the crossing and 
found a very brave, nervy little boy. 
He was still kneeling on his right knee 
and was conscious. 

Enil was taken to St. Elizabeth's Hos- 
pital. The left foot was amputated. 
There he said: 

“T saw the engine coming and knew 
I'd be killed if I didn’t lean way out. 
So I let the engine run over my foot. I 
tell you I as scared when I couldn't 
get my foot loose and saw that engine 
coming down on me.

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HIGH-PRICED LAWYERS. 

The suit filed in the Circuit Court against a lawyer 
who gave $1610 to his client and kept $4000 as a fee 
gives edge to a popular prejudice which lawyers 
themselves ought to make some effort to dispel. 

With the merits of this case we have nothing to 
do. If a suitor who recovers a judgment for $9000 
chooses to. promise all but $1610 to attorneys and 
others, he must stand by his contract. But the pos- 
sibility of such bargaining does no credit to anybody, 
least of all to the members of the legal profession in 
general. It shows that justice comes too high in a 
community where. it is supposed to be the lawful 
right of every man. 

A judgment ought to be primarily for .the benefit 
of the suitor, not for bis attorney. And if he can- 
not get competent legal management of his case 
without paying the greater part of the sum recov- 
ered it is because there is something’ wrong with the 
“ethics” of the legal profession. -There are excep- 
tions, no doubt—the case referred to may he one— 
but as a rule the lawyer ought not to be the chief 
party in interest. ,

Imagine 
a first-class golfer like Ned Saw- 
yer .winming a four-hole like that 
in 6. Mr. Talbot thad only to 
halve to win, as he was 2 uv, but two 
to go. He had four chances to win No. 
3%. His drive just did roll off the 
conrse into the lang grass. He took a 
brassie, missed and just did heel .the 
ball into the fair green. A hurry-up 
shot laid it 30 feet from the flag. 

Sawyer Badly Rattled. 

Sawyer was quite as badly flurried as 
Mr. Talbot and showed it.

PUTNEY, England, Sept. 6-—Cam- 
bridge pared the blades of its oars to 
day until two of them are only five and 
one-quarter inches wide, and one blaade 
in the boat is said to be not more than 
five inches wide.

Committees Visit Insurgent 
Camps to Learn How Peace 
May Be Restored. 





VETERANS IN THE BREACH 





Men Who Won Independence 
From Spain Strive to Save 
Disrupted Country. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

HAVANA, Sept. 6—A report that Gen. 
Menocal, who is using his influence -to 
establish peace between the Government 
and the insurgents, has an eye on the 
presidency, is vigorously denied by the 
leader of the Cuban veterans. 

Menocal adds that he does not seek 
the overthrow of President Palma 
the moderate administration, but desires 
Solely to see the -Republic. at peace. 
Personal ambitions, political and other- 
wise, should be set aside for the good 
of all. 

Gen. Menocal’s arrival has raised the 
hopes of peace. President Palma gave 
him carte blanche to investigate the sit- 
uation and emissaries were immediately 
sent to the principal insurgent chiefs to 
ask for an armistice. 

Brigadier-General Guzman, commana- 
ing the rebel forces in the Santa Clara 
Province, is said to have received or- 
ders from Gen. Pino Guerra to avoid 
an engagement until after Sept. 1, 
when Guzman is directed to begin an 
energetic campaign. 

Seek Basis of Peace. 

Committees of veterans started today 
to visit the insurgents in Santa Clara, 
Havana and Pinar del Rio provinces, to 
learn whether they are willing to make 
peace on the basis of municipal elec- 
tions within 60 days and a special ses- 
sion of Congress to pass a new general 
election providing far minority repre- 
sentation and amnesty for everybody in 
the revolt. 

Fifty veterans called upon Gen. Men- 
ocal Wednesday afternoon and he said 


to them: 

“I come representing the Government,. 
to assist in restoring peace, I represen! 
also the veterans of Santiago and Gam- 
aguey and am confident that | have the 
support of all veterans who fought for 
Cuban indpendence in striving to bring 
about peace and save the republic from 
the peril of American interv ention.’ 

Lieutenant-Colonel German Cortes, the 
insurgent leader, who captured and at- 
tacked Esperanza, and afterward went 


or 


‘into the small town of Jicotea with 12 


men and was taken prisoner by the 


rural guards, explains: 
“T went to Jicotea to get arms, am- 
munition and horses for a regiment o! 
cavalry which was to be under my di- 
rect orders. After collecting all the 
arms in the village, about ten carbines, 
I ordered my force to return to a cer- 
tain plantation and camp, while I[ re- 
mained, with 10 men, at the residence 0! 
liopez Fuentevill, to make a copy of the 
official notice I had left with the May- 
or of Esperanza to send it to the Dis- 
cussion of Havana, in my capacity ol 
correspondent: of that newspaper. 
“Suddenly I heard shots. I rushed 
out, mounted, and we began to make 4 
successful retreat, when my horse fel! 

As I lay there, it was 
but a moment before a negro of the 
Government forces rushed up to kill me 
with a machette, when Maj. Ruiz of the 
Government forces, a comrade of mine 
during the last war, interfered and 


saved my life.” 
Causes of Revolution. 
Col. Asbert, the rebel leader 
Province of Havana, says: 


" “The revolution stipulates for the 
annulment of the election of the 
President, Vice-President, Senators 
and Representatives and for the re- 
moval of the governors, but so as not 
to leave the country ungoverned, one- 
balf the Senators and Representatives 
shall choose a temporary President 
by a majority vote, who, with them, 
shall constitute a provisional Gov- 
ernment, supported by the rebels and 
the whole country, to hold new elec- 
tions and restore the law. Better 
Aimerican intervention than the pres- 
ent administration’s government, the 
rebels having full confidence in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's justice. 

“An uprising in Santiago depends on 
certain contingencies that I am not 
at liberty to divulge, but when it 
comes it will be big and rapid. It is 
not necessary to destroy property to 
defeat the Government. The rebels 
ure amply armed and have plenfy of 
munitions. All the rebels are per- 
fectly confident of success.” 

Moderntes Support Palma. 

Vice-President Mendoz Capote said 
that the result of last night’s meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the 
moderate party was a general under- 
standing that President Palma’s policy 
should be heartily supported. The com- 
mittee. like President. Palma, are 
leased to see peace efforts undertaken 
y any individuals or organization, but 
did not feel called upon to take the 
initiative. They are refidy, however, to 
listen to’ any propositions.
